he may not lawfully get any more—no 
red wine, no white wine, no wine with 
bubbles in it, no gin and consequently 
no gin cocktails, no whiskey, no brandy, 
not even for a stomachache, and, of 
course, no rum, nor any beer, nor any 
of the other ingredients of stimulation. 





S it the will of the people that the in- 

habitants of this country shall never 

more have any drinks, except soft 
drinks? 

Apparently not. Rum as adminis- 
tered to our necessities has been a 
great nuisance, though one that seemed 
to be steadily lessening in destructive 
power. Practically every one has rec- 
ognized that it was a nuisance as 
handled, and ought to be abated, but 
there is not evidence that a majority 
of the people were disposed to abolish 
it altogether. The job was not done by 
a popular vote. The papers agree that 
it was accomplished by a very able 
and persistent political organization, 
the Anti-Saloon League, well managed, 
attentive, observant, adroit and abun- 
dantly supplied with money by people 
who hated rum. It could get abundant 
support because rum has hurt so many 
people. Rum has no true friends who 
are willing to fight+for it, except the 
men who make and sell it. The 
buyers and drinkers are only lukewarm 
friends. Most of them would vote 
against Prohibition, but they would not 
give time and money to fight it. Nei- 


ther would they take the necessar: 
tiouble to get traffic in it properly reg- 
ulated. They left the traffic to distil- 
lers, brewers and liquor dealers, and 
left them to fight for it. Now they 
have lost, and all the people, a very 
great many, who found a little drink 
pleasant and not unwholesome, have 
lost with them. They let the distillers 
and the brewers exploit the country, 
and flood the cities with saloons, make 
too many drunkards, cultivate too 
many bad habits, and separate too 
much money from the working popu- 
lation, and now the amendment says 
that the whole manufacture, importa- 
tion, transportation and sale of all 
kinds of intoxicants, good or bad, mild 
or strong, shall cease about this time 


next year. 








T is trying, but while the world is 

being done over to make it more 
comfortable for mankind, perhaps it is 
right, and even necessary, that this 
detail of drink should get due atten- 
tion. For our part, although we are 
very much of the man-from-Missouri’s 
disposition to be shown, and though 
all opinions based on past experience 
of life seem subject to change, we do 
not suppose that human beings, in the 
mass, will long consent to do without 
intoxicants, or will be better off or 
happier from total abstention. But 
they can get along without saloons of 
the type that we are used to; they can 
do without the government revenue 
produced by the rum traffic, they can 
destroy the political power of the 
whiskey men and the brewers, and 
diminish the harm done by drink to a 
point where the benefit of it exceeds the 
detriment. This has been done fairly 
sctisfactorily in the Scandinavian coun- 
tries. It canbe done here. But, perhaps 
it will come better after a clean sweep of 
all existing rum and liquor laws such as 
scems to have been provided for. Then 
if absence make the heart grow fonder, 
and if unalcoholic existence is less 
blessed than was expected, and de- 
velops more dopes and devilment than 
were anticipated, it may be possible to 
ge’ some drinks back on some civil- 
ized basis, the same in all the states,

gone it will be considerably missed, 
and to a good many people life may 
seem quite dull. Nobody knows how 
this deprivation will work, but there is 
a story in the Bible about a man that 
a devil was cast out of, and who neg- 
lected to refill himself, and seven 
devils came along and finding him 
empty resided in him, so that in the end 
it was admitted that he was unim- 
proved by treatment 

When the last remnant of rum has 
been cast out of us, what does the Anti- 
Saloon League design to provide to be 


our occupant? 
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HAT League, by the way, is said 

to have sent its business represen- 
tative, Colonel Musgrave, to Paris, to 
urge Mr. Wilson to urge the Peac« 
Congress to urge the abolition of alco 
hol throughout the world. 

But Mr. Wilson comes of stock too 
recently derived from Scotland to take 
kindly to that suggestion. The World 
reports that it docs not interest him. 
The only long-time drys in Europe 
have been the Turks, and they are not 
in good standing just now, nor any 
help to the cause. 

Our fighting men who got to France 
have lived for a time in a country 
where red wine is the national bever- 
age, and doubtless have experimented 
abundantly with it themselves, and 
have observed the consequences of its 
use on the people they lived among 
Thev will know more about drinks 
when they come back than their neig! 
bors will who stayed at home, and po 
sibly their experience will be of valu 


to the country
